A MAGNIFICENT EDIFICE. 


— 


“No one had any idea of its 
beauty until coming iaside it.” 
These words of a speaker-at the 
opening of the -magnificent new 
home of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China, by Mr, 
Sidney Barton, CMG, H. M. 
Consul-Geaeral, on April 28, must, 
says the N.C. Daily News, have 


summed up the impressions of the 
huge gathering at the ceremony, 
The Italian marble interior is 
‘|severe and dignified, practically 
without , ornamentation, . but the 
effect is altogether striking. The 
same note of simplicity is a 
feature of the exterior, but there are 
carved keystones to. the .ground 
floor windows, representing India, 
Australia and - China; the Jast 
mentioned being over the entrance 
doorway of the offices on the north 
side. The Chartered Bank! 
being the senior forcign 
bank in the Settlement, 
rams’ heads, representing the first 
Sign of the Zotliac, are incorporat- 
ed in the design. Lions heads on 
the handsome bronze lamp brackets 
on each side of the entrance are 
emblematical of the British 
nationality of the bank. - 

’ The bronde-‘entrance gates are 
very fine examples of British work- 
manéhip. Their désign is Oriental 
in feeting, but in detail Greek, the 
motives being the same as used in 
the banking hall.~ Shell-shaped 
brackets on all sides of the columns 
inside the building are not the 
least prominent features. The 
lights themselves are hidden and 
the rays thrown upwards. With the 
exception of the woodwork, ‘the 
whole of the wall, floors and ceiling 
lining in the banking. hall came 

rom England. The marble is 
halian, but was worked in London. 
A coffered ceiling came ovt in 
sections from Home, as well as the 
architraves and other decorations. 

CEREMONY OF THE KEYS, 
The big crowd of foreigners and 
Chinese assembled outside the new, 
building at 11.80 am. Mr. Sidney 
Barton was presented witha golden 
key with which to open the build- 
ing. Mr. H. Richardson, managing 
director of .Messrs. Trollope & 
Colls(Far East) Ld., the contrac- 
tors,‘ in making the presentation, 
stated that the completion of the 
edifice marked one more step in 
the development of Shanghai, ag 
well as a further testimony to 
British enterprise and progress. 
After this ceremony, the guests 
entered the building to heara num- 
ber of interesting speeches and 
honour, the appropriate toasts. 
Aimong those who attended in ad- 
-} dition-to-Mr.-Sidney Barton -were 
Mr. C. J. Scott, manager of the 
bank, and Mrs. Scott; Mr. John 
Alston, manager of the Yokohama 
branch ; Col, M. H. Logan, M.c, and 
Mr. G.L. Wilson, of Messrs. Palmer 
& Turner, the architects; Mr. H. 
Richardson; M. Wilden, French 
Consul-General and Commander 
Esteva, commanding the French 
man-of-war “Colmar,” accom: 
panied by the staff. o

Sir Willjam Roberts: 
who for. exactly half: h 
been editor of the British Weekly, 
is dead, according to a cable from 
London to-day... ‘He was born in 
1851, and 35 ‘years ago, in 1886, he 
started the British . Weekly, the 
publication which caused a minor, 
revolution in the world of literary 
“seviews,” says the ‘Times, 

“ Born at Lumsden, in Aberdeen= 
shire, he was trained ‘for’ the 
ministry of the Free Church. After 
performing his dutics for alittle 
while he had a serious illness and 
was ordered by his doctors to come 
to. the South. He left Scotland 
plain ‘ William. For many, years 
he was known as ‘ Claudius Clear’ 
of the British Weekly.” In 1909 he 
received the honour of knighthood, 
and ‘Claudius Clear’ became ‘Sir 
William.’- ‘Thathe has been.editor 
of the same paper for 35 yeurs Is 
in itself an achievement. He 
been an active literary force even 
fonger. He has led a full life. . 

_ THE WAY TO JOURNALISM. 
“Sir William described, to a 
Times correspondent how he first 
was Ied astray into the tempting

nalist,’ he declar —witti— pride; 
"before ever | canie to London. 
While { was still a Free Church 
minister I contributed largely. to 
the local: Press and was very proud 
indeed of my'contributions.

That connection 
remained unbroken until his recent 
illness. “ They were always very 
good to me,” he said, “and now 
that the fathers have gone and the 
sons have taken their places, my 
position has remained pleasantly 
unchanged. In addition to being 
literary adviser to the firm, I soon 
became . something more, and 
from more or less passive work

- ROREMEN AND -FITTERS. . | 


[To the Editor of the China Mail) 


‘Sir,—In the large ,.cngincering |. 


works in this Colony the workmen 
have ‘suffered a good: deal of in- 


justice at the hands of their Chin-]_ 


ese foremen. During recent years 


these foremen have become even]: 


more oppressive. Too frequently 
they levy blackmail when taking 
workmen into employment, requir- 
ing each workman, to agree to 
pay them: a certain sum daily be- 
fore allowing him to- commence 
work. A workman who agrees 
to the foreman’s extortion ‘is 
given work as often as’ possible. 
Overtime work on Sundays and 
at night are also given to him, be+ 
cause the more moncy the workman 
earns the more blackmail will he be 
able to. pay the foreman. This 
blackmail sometimes consists of 
payment of a lump sum of several 
tens of dollars. Apprentices are 
not given a position until they have 
given a present of $50 or $60 to the 
foreman, Engineering fitters who 
are properly qualified do not submit 
to this kind of conduct and call 
the men who do ‘Chu Tsai” (ie. 
slave coolies) becanse most of them 
are coolies or farm labourers only, 
and the term “ Chu.Tsai” is givett 
to them because they practically 


{sell themselves to the foremen and 


help him to enrich himself. It 
must, however, be said that there 
are some foremen who. are honest 
and just and who will not act in 
this underhand manner. But these 
are very rare. Many properly 
qualified fitters, on account of 
their opposition'to the evil doing: 
of the foremen, have incurred the 


displeasure and been dismissed) - 


from their work. Men “who 
champion the cause of the 
oppressed have now laid the facts 
before the manager of 2 certain 
engineering firm in Kowloon ex- 
posing the evil conduct of the fore- 
men and the fact that certain em- 
ployees are really not qualified 
fitters and the said Manager is now 
anxious to investigate the matter.
